TRE STRAITS GOVERNMENT. 
‘The Straits Times” points out that for-the- 
first half of 1868 there was. a surplus of 
local revenue to the amount of $70,000, 


But that the Colony. will need all its 
reventte who can doubt, after he has read 
the astounding revelation ‘made by - His 
Excelleticy to the Legislative Council on 
Monday? The cat is out of the bag at 
last, and the vague suspicions aud rumours 
of a. further -ineroase: of Establishinents 
being contemplated, have proved to be 
only tuo"woll-founded. It appears that a 
enmmunication has been received by H. E. 
the Governor from Major General Hodgson, 
announcing “that definite arrangements 
have at last been made about the Military 
to bu stationed in the Straits, Besides 
Artillery, Penang and Malacca are to be 
garrisoued by 4 Companies of a Madras 
Regiment, while Singapore:is to have 4 
Companies of 8 Madras Regiment, and the 
Head-quarters wing of the 73rd European 
Regiment, from. Hongkong. ~The whole 
Military inthe Straits will be about 1,200 
stroug including all arnis, or 100'Jess tha 
the existing garrisun. But this forea’ is 
not to undertako the cuties of the present 
gatrison..-They are not to furnish guards 
‘for the Treasury, Juils, ‘Convict lines, &ec., 
which forms the principal work of the’pre- 
sent regiment. .What tho: special ‘extra 
duties of the new troops are to ba, remain 
at present enveloped in official darkness. 
But the work which they ought to perform 
is’ tobe delegated to a new body of consta- 
bulary, to be raised here, and who-are,-it 
is said,:to be a mounted corps. The 
strength of this néw -corps, and. whether 
they are to be mounted on ponies’or walers 
have not yet transpired. The idea of this 
novel ‘corpa’is said to have originatad with 
the Horse Guards, wlio, morcover, want to 
satdle the Colony with the up-keep of-all 
the Burracks in the place. We may safely 
put down the cost. of the above two items, 
at £20,000 at least, ‘That is to say, the 
Military contribution to be levied from ‘this 
little Colony. will bp raised to’ £80,000 per 
annum. “The War Office, we understand, 
has decided the matter wifhout commutica- 
tion oy consultation with the Colonial Oftice, 
and the local Government are said to have 


first heard of it from Major-General -Hodg- 


son. What both will have to say regarding 
the proposal, or what action they will take

THE DREADFUL RaILWaY 
ACOIDENT. 

The most frighitful railivay accident which 
has ever‘happened in England. took place 
near Abergele, in North Wales, on the 20th 
August. The train to which it occurred was 
the trish Limited Mail, and the time of the 
calamity was: about the middle éf the day. 
Jt seems that when the mail train was going 
at the, rate of. betiveon thirty and forty miles 
anhour, it met, on the sawe line of rails a 
portion of a goods train which had become 
detached. . The special horror of the acci- 
dent arose from the fact that thelust carriage 
of the géods train, and the first, therefore 
to come in contact'with the mail ongine, 
was, loaded with ‘petroleum, . Of course it 
exploded, and. some four-and-thirty . per- 
sons ‘were burnt to death, The ongine 
driver.of the mail jumped off and is.not 
seriously hurt. 

Hinton, the surviving guard, gives a vory 
clear aetount of what occurred. -He says 
that being in his van at the rear of the train 
lie heard no alarm,’ aud was conscious, of 
nothing wroig ‘until he + found himself 
thrown violovily on the floor. - Recovering 
himself, he jumped out of his van, and at 
once ‘observed tlie wreck. Remembering 
in this terrible moment that the Trish, up 
wail exptess was die at this spotin about 
five minutes, le availed himself of the ser- 
vices of.two labourers who had been oye- | 
witnesses of the collision, and seat them up 
and dowa tho railway with a supply of fog 
and other danger signals. Having done 
this, he ran forward himself in the direction 
of the engino,and was terroi-stricken to 
find the first guard’s break lying across the 
up rails; and with the four carriages takon 
‘pn-at Chester enveloped in sheets of flame. 
Hinton declares that so saddén was the 
conflagration that ‘neither cry was beard 
nor outstretched hand seen from: any one 
of these carriages, and the: presumption. is 
that ail the inmates of these ill-fated carri- 
ages must have died in a few moments-from 
suffocation. “The flames increased in in- 
tensity for several- minutes, and -Jiterally 
swopt the carriages, driving in at one win- 
dow and out at the other, and producing 
& heat do intense that it was impossible.to 
approach within #, considerable distance of 
the train. - The passengers in the London 
oatriages, who had escaped with a very 
slight: shock owing to,the enormous weight 
and velocity of the engine having prevented 
any serious rebownd,. alighted from. their 
carriages immediately after ‘the cullision, 
and vied .with each other in endeavouring 
to render whataid they cutld. The country 
‘poole’ in’ the vicinity and a large number 
‘of workmen from a slate qnarry near the | 
spot, who had been alurmed by. the eoneus- | 
‘sion, were alsd svon gathered on the spot, - 
aud’ a number -of pails having been gut 
together, a line of mon_was formed across | 
the intervening. sande, aud buckets of aes | 

Water were obtained ‘in the hope of aub- 
duing thé Hames. All these efforts proved 
fruitless, however, and the fire continued ! 
to burn with increasing fury until every ; 
vestige ofthe wondwork of the Chester : 
carriages and one of. the Post-oftice tenders ! 
was entirely consumed, nothing reniaininy | 
but the ‘iron framework and wheols, the 
greater portion of which was red-hot. It 
was 8 considerable’ time before the burnt, 
carriages could be approached, owing to the” 
iutense heat thrown out by the fused mass. 
of iron’ and burning embers, aud wheu ! 
seatch was commenced-for the sufferers, 
little more thau charred remains of human ; 
boilies could be discovered. In mostof the : 
cues the bodies. were leadleas, and iv many” 
it was impossible to discover whether the 
sufferers were males or females. 

- Persons who witnessed the collision from 
the bank stute that for a considerable tims - 
the line for some distance was as if covered 
with asheet of fame. Until. an immense 
quantity of water had. been thrown on it, ~ 
the fire was-not ostinguished, and when 
put out-at one sput it broke out in another. 
All this tiure the bodies of the passengers + 
in the threo first-cluss. carriages next the 
engifie ind tender. were burning literally to 
ashes. In some cases an inch or-twe of 
‘a dress are all that was found iu 4 heap of 
charred remains to.ahow that they are those 
of.n lady,. In several cases oven cinders of. 
‘the bones’ have not been left... What wero 
human-forma had been gathered: up like 
go much black dust. fhe body of the 
stoker, who lay. uuder -the engine, was 

alniost the -only one that preasnted the 
* uppentance ofadead wan, ‘The flesh was 


burat off, but a calcined skeleton, ‘with 
every rib visible, was left. The naine,: 
«Prince of Wales,” is still to be seen-on 
the lucumotive, wich” is now standing on 
its wheels vlose to thé Abergele atatidn ; 
but the tender made a tremendons somer- 
sault and went right over -the ‘engine and 
its funuel ; it is smashed to pieces, Of the 
carriages .in which the. passengera were 
seated norbing ‘exiats to show that. thoy 
were. carriages but-the wheels and axles; 
what were the bodies lie in thousands of 
pleces like small firewood that had heen 


bling into dust under the intenge heat; the 
Permanent way, saturated with the oil, 
was red hot; the iron rails were white hot; 
the'very bauk of the cutting ‘was all in a. 
blaze, aud still the fire burnt 80 fiercely that 
it could not be approached within aeveral 
yards, Such’a scene was never before wit- 
nessed on an Huglish railway—the perman- 
ent way for forty or tifty feet was one sheat 
of fire ; ox rather, it was oot 30 much'a fire 
as afuruace, The utmost pains‘were taken 
to remove with revereuce und cate: the re- 
mais of the passengers. Tarpaulins were 
brought to tue -eput, and: ten or eleven 
coffins were forwarded, from Cheater, and, 
either in tarpatlins or in ‘tofiing, the. : 
meuis of what Were believed wo be twenty- 
three-human beings wete carried to the 
Church of St, Mionasl, Abergele, It nesd 
scarcely be said that in uo instance has it - 
bven 1yund possible to identify a budy. = It, 
‘cau be. of xio use to conceal the fact that 
every attempt of that nature -has ‘utterly 
failed. - ‘there are, in truth, .no bodies, 
Unless you call a charred and blackened 
trunk by, that ‘name. > it was at one time 
believed that the remains of Lord Farnham. 
could be distinguished by. the fact that 
his. wateh waa found under them, but 
When. they came ‘ty be examined this 
morning by the medical men, they were
